Building keeps steadily going on in Chelmsford. 
We understand that 500 houses and cottages have 
been erected on the 400 acres of land, belonging to 
the Mildmay family, and sold by auction in May, 
1839. 


Bury, Lancasuine.—A new tower and spire 
are about to be to the parish church at this 
, the old steeple being very much decayed. 
The present church is a most wretched and barba- 
rous edifice, built in 1780, a huge oblong square, 
with galleries, and two stories of windows, the lower 
pointed, the upper semi-circular headed. In short, 
it is a cross between a factory and a conventicle. 
It was determined to have, if possible, a good 
steeple, and the design was offered to competition. 
Twenty designs were received, and the building com- 
mittee, not being able to pronounce upon the best, 
and feeling reluctant to choose without better 
grounds than their own fancy, referred a given num- 
ber to the Cambridge Camden Society, after having 
erased the names and affixed mottoes. The so- 
ciety availed themselves of the opinion of the first 
judge of the day of ecclesiastical architecture, and 
reported their unanimous opinion in favour of two 
designs, one marked “‘ Spectemur Agendo,”’ fur- 
nished by Messrs. Scott and Moffatt, of Spring 
Gardens, London, the talented architects of the 
Martyr’s Memorial at Oxford; and the other, 
marked ‘* Soli Deo Honor,”’ the production of Mr. 
A. H. Cates, of York; but the Committee of the 
Camden Society were no# agreed upon which was 
the best of these two, as many being in favour of 
the one as the other. The Bury Committee chose 
the design of Mr. Cates, as Messrs. Scott and Mof- 
fatt’s estimate exceeded the stated sum. We think 
the course adopted by the Bury gentlemen most 
judicious, and know that it has been satisfactory to 
some of the unsuccessful candidates, for the gene- 
rality of building committees decide from whim 
rather than a competent knowledge of the princi- 
ples of architecture. The present tower is very 
ancient. Tradition says that this is the third church 
for which it has served, and that the first was 
thatched. We hope the new steeple will do credit 
to the liberality of the gentlemen who have so libe- 
rally come forward to furnish the funds for its 
erection. 


Four alms-houses are about to be erected at 
Huntingdon. The tenders for building were as

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A new church is about to be erected at Lynn, 
2,481/. having been already subscribed from forty- 
five persons, not quite one-half of whom are resi- 
dents of the town, and give 1,181/. to the above 
fund. 


Victoria Parx.—Althougli the ‘Act of Parlia- 
ment for the formation of this park, at Bethnal- 
green, has been passed for some time, few steps 
have been taken in its progress. On Saturday, 
however, the surveyors recommenced their labours 
in making estimates of the value of property, which, 
in some instances, the proprietors are disposed to 
litigate. It has been decided by the commissioners 
that the principal entrance shall be through Bonner’s 
Hall-fields, opposite the Greyhound Inn, in Old 
Ford-lane, than which no spot could be more ayail- 
able for the inspection of the beauties of the natural 
and artificial picturesque which the park will 
afford. 


British Musevum.—The numerous works in 
connexion with this establishment, which will make 
it a less out-of-the-way place than it has hitherto 
been, are in active progress. The old buildings of 
the Museum are nearly all demolished, and the 
continuation of Oxford-street and Wellington-street 
North cleared, so that the new grand front of the 
Museum will be in sight from these two great 
thoroughfares. 


Granire.—A French paper says, that in conse- 
quence of the immense consumption in the fortifi- 
cations of Paris, the quarries of granite in the 
neighbourhood of the capital have become com- 
pletely exhausted. That article is not to be pro- 
cured now except at an enormous price, 


Royat Navat Scnoor.—The Lord Bishop of 
Rochester, who kindly assisted at the laying of the 
first stone by Prince Albert, having consented to 
preside at the annual distribution of prizes to the 
pupils of this national establishment, Admiral Sir 
C. Rowley, Commander-in-Chief at Portsmouth, 
Rear-Admiral Hyde Parker, Superintendent of the 
Dock-yard, and Capt. Wilmot Henderson, com- 
manding the ordinary at that port, have presented 
to the school, for the use of his lordship on that 
occasion, and asa memento of the hero of Trafalgar, 
a chair constructed in wood taken from the timbers 
of the Victory.
